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The examiner alleges that the prior amendment necessitated the new ground of rejection. 
However, this is not true. The prior amendment simply corrected the typographical error noted 
by the examiner in paragraph 1 of the office action of December 4, 2006. This typographical 
error had nothing to do with the basis for distinguishing the previously cited prior art. This was 
distinguished because "the AC sides of the fourth DC/ AC converters and the plurality are 
connected in series. . . and this feature is not described in Berth et al." See page 6 of the response 
filed March 5, 2007. 

The examiner has now supplemented his prior rejection by citing a reference which 
allegedly makes obvious such a series connection. Thus, the new reference simply alleges to fill 
in the defect in the prior rejection which was defective in view of the previously pending claims 
and which defect was not at all affected by the typographical correction to the claim made in the 
last response. 
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Accordingly, the finality of the office action of May 9, 2007 is unjustified. It is 
respectfiiUy requested that it be withdrawn.
